W, R. HUNT GASES 


ARE OUT UF COURT 


Former Slidell Farmer is 
Freed of Charges 


The case of W. R. Hunt, one of the 
most celebrated tried in the district 
court in years, came to an end Satur­ 
day afternoon, when the jury return­ 
ed a verdict acquittfng the defendent 
and sent him home to his wife and 
children in the Slidell country. Hunt 
has had a checkeied career for the 
past several years and it is the opin­ 
ion of all that he will settle down 
and pick up the thread of the life he 
lead before he became involved and 
charged with violating the laws of 
his country. 
Immediately following 
the verdict Mr. Hunt left for his old 
home, from which place he left some 
years ago a fugitive. 
There were 
seven counts against him for passing 
forged instruments and he was ac 
quitted of them all, one at a time, 
with almost clock-work regularity; 
one or two of the cases were dismiss­ 
ed for the want of evidence. 
Not 
many years ago Mr. Hunt was a pros­ 
perous and law-abiding citizen in the 
great Slidell country, and few men 
in all the country enjoyed 
better 
prosperity than he. 
With hundreds 
of acres of as fine land as any crow 
ever flew over, fat, sleek cattle, hun­ 
dreds of them, blooded horses, Al 
standing with bankers and all busi­ 
ness men, and above all, a happy, 
contented family, this man was en­ 
joying life. Trouble, which some say 
never comes singly, came trooping 
into his life and in a short time what 
had taken years to build and equip 
was all but swept away. 
From bad 
to worse he stumbled and, finally as 
the black clouds were lowering, and 
the strong arm of the law was reach­ 
ing for him, Hunt left the country, 
remaining away several years. About 
twelve months ago he was returned 
here from Oklahoma and since that 
time has been in the county jail. The 
cases were called last week and, as 
stated, he was freed of the charges.

JAKE ULLMAN UIES 


IN DALLAS HOSPITAL 


Prominent Decatur Busi­ 
ness Man Years Ago 


Jake Ullman, an old time citizen of 
Decatur, and in the early days one 
of this section’s most prominent and 
and influential merchants, died early 
Tuesday m im in g in the 
St. Paul 
sanitarium at Dallas. 
Mr. Ullman 
had been sick several days; he leaves 
two daughters, Rosebud, aged ll, and 
Selma, aged 6. 
A b o u t 
fifteen 
years ago, Mr Ullman sold his inter­ 
ests here and moved to Dallas, where 
he engaged in business as a broker. 
He made money and when lie died his 
holdings amounted to probably in 
the neighborhood of $100,000. 
The 
bulk of this amount will go to his 
daughters. 
Mr. Ullman was married 
to Miss Nettie Zadik. daughter of a 
wellknown Decatur citizen, shortly 
before leaving here. 
After a few 
years of 
residence in Dallas the 
couple separated and were 
living 
apart at the time of Mr. Ullman’s 
death. At the time of the separation 
a u . vision of property was made, 
Mrs. Ulimdn getting a handsome sum 
from her hush. nd’s holdings. 
He 
was 64 years of age a t . t i m e of his 
death. 
Mr. Ullman had numerous 
friends in this community who will Ie 
sorry to learn of his death. 
As a 
merchant in Decatur, starting in busi­ 
ness 
in modest circumstances, he 
soon became a power in the commer­ 
cial life of this section, and the mag­ 
nificent firm of Ullman & Levy will be 
remembered 
by ail the oldtimers. 
After retiring 
from the mercantile 
business he bought and sold cotton, 
being successful in his deals, and at 
the time he left Decatur he was re­ 
puted to he worth about ,$100,000

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Chico Citizens Talk About 
Peace and Plenty 


Among the large number of witness­ 
es in the big civil suit in the district 
court this week were those substantial 
citizens Jim Fulghum and Mark Mar­ 
shall. These two are “ some boosters” 
but even at that they can and will tell 
the truth. 
Besides there is no neces­ 
sity of misrepresenting the productive 
qualities of the Chico country, known 
not only as a very fertile spot of 
Wise county but one of the best in all 
of Texas, and that is saying much. 
These gentlemen, after telling about 
Chico’s receiving 8,000 bales of cotton 
and growing much corn, milo maze, 
kartiir corn, pecans and sweet potatoes 
also tell of the magnifieient profits 
realized from the growing of peanuts. 
They confirm and amplify everything 
said previously by Dave Hamilton, 
which was published in the Messenger 
a few weeks ago. They tell of Wilson 
Cooper raising $37.50 worth of pea­ 
nuts to the acre on what has been con­ 
sidered poor land, because this land 
could not be induced to produce good 
cotton and corn. 
They say Mr. 
Cooper has now realized that he has 
some fine, productive land in this 
tract and will not sell same for $75.00 
per acre 
That the peanut hay pays 
the expenses of the crop, while $37.50 
per aor* profit from the nuts would 
pay for the land at that figure in two 
years. Then why sell it for $75 per 
acre? Mr. Cooper is right. 
Land 
that will pay for itself in two years 
is very cheap at $75 per acre. 
J. rn 
and Mark tell of people shipping t\\t 
hogs that have never eaten anything^ 
but peanuts, and in saying that the 
Chico country did not have to raise 
cotton they tell of one man who is 
“ bedding out” 200 bushels of sweet 
potatoes;, and expects to get not less 
than $3,000 from the potato slips he 
will sell. 
They tell that a peanut 
butter factory is now in process of 
organization and a peanut mill is be­ 
ing agitated and is among the possi­ 
bilities of Chico. The raising of pea­ 
nuts and hogs is rapidly increasing 
the fertility of the soil and giving the 
land a much needed rest from cotton. 
These gentlemen assure us. and we do 
not doubt it, that much of the pre­ 
sent, prosperity of the Chico country 
is due to the raising of peanuts and 
hogs. The Messenger is more fully 
convinced than ever that the country 
around Decatur can and will raise 
large quantities of peanuts the com­ 
ing year. 
Messrs. Marshall and 
Fulghum assert 
that 
the 
people 
around Chico are so well pleased 
with raising peanuts that the acreage 
will he increased four fold this com­ 
ing season and they look for increas­ 
ed prosperity as a result, and, as 
many cars were shipped last year 
there would he a very large increase.

J. F. Fielder, Who Succeeds 
Governo^Woodrow Wilson.

James Falrmau Fielder, who suc­ 
ceeds Woodrow Wilson as governor of 
New Jersey when the president elect 
resigns In preparation for his high of 
flee as chief executive of the United 
States, is a lawyer by profession and 
has been active In politics for the past 
ten years. In the recent reorganization 
of the New Jersey senate Mr. Fielder 
is chosen president of that body, and 
Jer the laws of the state the presl- 
of the senate automatically be­ 
jig chief executive either upon the 
Agnation or the disability of the 
elected governor. 
Since 1903, when the prospective gov­ 
ernor was elected to the assembly, he 
has been a member of the New Jersey 
legislature. 
In 1907 he was elected to 
the senate and for the past two years 
has been minority leader of the upper 
boose. 
Last November the political 
overturn made him leader of the ma­ 
jority and so he got in line for the gov­ 
ernorship. 
Mr. Fielder is a native of Jersey City 
and forty-six years old. 
He was edu­ 
cated in the public schools of bls na­ 
tive city and was admitted to the New 
Jersey bar in 1888. 
His term of office 
as governor will expire next January. 
As the law of New Jersey prevents any 
governor from succeeding himself, it 
will be necessary for Mr. Fielder to re 
sign before next election lf he wishes 
to go before the people as a guberna­ 
torial candidate.

Water Colors. 
Bodies of water take on different col­ 
ors at different times.

California has the habit of dividing 
its electoral vote to an extent th a t is 
not alw ays rem em bered by the a vent pc 
person. 
O ftener than any other state 
in the Union the Golden Gate common 
wealth split its vote. 
In 1880. accord­ 
ing to the figures, California gave Gar 
field 
one 
vote 
and 
Hancock 
five. 
Twelve years later Cleveland received 
eight votes and Harrison one, a result 
duplicated in the memorable cam paign 
of 1896. w hen McKinley received eight 
and 
Bryan 
one, 
the state 
having 
swerved Into th e Republican column. 
M aryland is second in the frequency 
with which it has divided its electoral 
vote, having given seven to Roosevelt 
In 1904 and one to Parker an d in 1908 
giving six votes to Taft an d tw o to 
Bryan. 
Five other states have divided their 
electoral 
votes 
once. North 
Dakota 
having the unique distinction of being 
the only sta te ever to divide its vote 
among three candidates. 
In 1892 It

Tederal Demonstration Work 


Cliff D. Cates 


It may be of interest to the average 
W ise county citizen to know what is 
thought of demonstration farming, 
about which we have been writing, 
outside the realm of our own com­ 
munity. 
Many estim ations of the 
work, pro and con, have been advanc­ 
ed. 
Students of econom ical condi­ 
tions all over the country have taken 
cognizance of it and written and ta lk ­ 
ed about it in various terms of praise, 
however, but a single one of these 
comments will be used in this in­ 
stance. 
It is from the thoughtful pen of 
Mr. Clarence H. Poe, editor of the 
Progressive Farm er, Raliegh, N. C., 
who embodied his reflections on the 
needs 
o f 
Southern 
agriculture 
in a contribution to the A nnals of the 
Academy 
of P o li t i c a l ^ a n d Social 
Science, 
which 
was] 
afterward 
reprinted i n the N o rth American 
Review, 
and 
impliedly receiving 
its indorsement. 
Before citing the article in full as 
it appeared in the Review, it is desir­ 
ed to attract special attention to the 
.ragra 
avars 
products per farm in the North At­ 
lantic states was, under recent census,

have been embodied in the article of 
last week, which cited some reasons 
why demonstration farming was un­ 
dertaken in the s o u t h .

classical education is needed. 
First 
of all, greater attention must be giv­ 
en to the public schoqi s. 
It is “ in 
them that the farmer—the avarage 
man,—gets his education. 
W e can­ 
not improve our farming until we ed­ 
ucate our farm ers. ” 
Not only are 
longer public-school terms necessary 
but better public schools are needed. 
And these must “ train for life, for 
practical th in gs.” 
W hile the fa rm e r’s boy is being ed­ 
ucated, the farmer him-mlf is being 
educated by a dozen agencies. “ Chief 
among these are the farm papers, the 
fa rm ers’ co-operative demonstration 
work, farm ers’ clubs and the farm ers’ 
institutes. ’ ’ 
The institute bring face to face with a 
farmer not only the agricultural lead­ 
ers of the state but often “ agricultur 
a1 machinery, agricultural equibment, 
etc., which the farmer would not oth­ 
erwise come to u nderstand.” 
Exceedingly useful work is being 
done 
by the farm ers’ clubs also. 
Formerly there were “ fa rm ers’ o r­ 
ganizations which 
studied politics 
chiefly;” now there exists the F a rm ­ 
e r s ’ Union with millions of members, 
whose chief object is to encourage 
scientific farming. 
Mr. Poe considers that “ the most 
effective plan ever 
originated 
for 
helping the Southern farmer is the 
Farm ers’Co-operative Demonstration 
W o r k ,—a plan of such patent merit 
that it is a wonder Adam did not 
think of it. ” 
Mr. Poe cites four important facts 
which all Southerners should remem 
bar: 
1. The well-being of every individ­ 
ual is mesured by the efficiency of the 
avarage man. 
2. The great majority of these com 
mon people of the South being farm­ 
ers, Sidney Lanier was right when he 
declared “ that an rgricultural change 
is the one substantial fact upon which 
any really new South can be predicat­ 
ed .” 
3. The possibilities of such an agri 
cu ltu ral change are indicated by the 
fact that average value of products 
per farm for the South Atlantic States 
is $500 less per year than for the 
North Atlantic. 
4. This agricultural revolution can 
be brought about only by a better 
scheme of rural education. 
The one imperative and immediate 
duty of Southern citizenship is to see 
“ that in every State a comprehensive 
and well-rounded policy of rural de­ 
velopment is inaugurated. ” 
Let it again be repeated what Mr. 
Poe said was his opinion of Demon­ 
stration farming, a constructive prop­ 
aganda most fortunately in operation 
h ere but once out-lawed by us. 
Mr. 
Poe s a i d that among all the enlight­ 
ening agencies mentioned, demonsira­ 
tion forming was the most effective 
plan ever originated for helping the 
Southern farmer and he wonders why 
positive ; Adam didn’t think of it.

It consists In Identify­ 
ing tbs form of tbs veins on ths back 
of tbe band. 
Strange a r it may appear, it ie never­ 
theless a fat* that no two Parsons 
have veins on the backs of their bands 
which resemble each other’s. 
Even 
tbe right and left bands et the same 
individual differ as a rule so wide y 
that they bear no resemblance at all 
This is very strange, seeing that we 
are anatomically so exactly alike ta 
every other respect. Yet any one who 
examines the backs of his bands will 
see this for himself In a moment. 
No 
two hands are alike in vein markings, 
and this constitutes a perfect and In 
fallible Identification method foe criml 
nals as the disposition of the veins 
cannot be altered without seriously 
mutilating the backs of tbe hands. 
The right and left hands should both 
be observed when identifying a crimi­ 
nal, and the two hands would thus, to 
a certain extent, check off each other 
and add to the certainty of the identi 
Coation. 
In order to apply this meta 
od photographs are taken of the backs 
of the two hands. These photographs 
m ust be very clear and accurate, and 
to insure this result the hands are 
placed in a pendent position for some 
time, when the veins will be found to 
swell from the extra blood pressure 
tinder the force of gravity. 
The veins 
are then painted over with some claik 
pigment, and the wrists are bound up 
by a tight bandage. 
In this way tbe 
veins can be made to stand out very 
prominently and can be photographs* 
with ease.—London Chronicle.
